FIRST DAY. 

Muscatine, Iowa, Sept. 2, 1891. 

The Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church met in 
its Forty-eighth session in the First Methodist Episcopal Church of Musca- 
tine, Iowa, on Wednesday, September 2, 1891, at 9 o’clock a. m., with the 
Presiding Bishop, Cyrus D. Foss, in the chair. 

The conference was opened with devotional exercises, followed by the 
Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 

After brief introductory remarks by the Bishop, the Secretary of the 
former conference, G. N. Power, called the roll, and the following members 
ansvvered to their names:

G. N, Power was elected Secretary In’ acclamation, and on his nomina- 
tion H. E. Winjjj and C. E Stafford were appointed Assistant Secretaries. 

1 '. W. Adams was appointed Statistical Secretary, and on his nomination 
C. V. Cowan was appointed his Assistant. 

H. N. Smith was appointed Railroad Secretary, and John Hanks was 
elected Conference Postmaster. 

C. W. Shepherd was elected Conference Treasurer. 

On motion of I. P. Teter the Presiding Folders were instructed to nomi- 
nate the Standing Committees, to represent the several Districts. 

G. N. Power moved that the hours of session be fixed at from 8:30 a. m. 
till noon, the first half hour to be devoted to religious exercises. H. C. 
Millice moved to amend by fixing the time of adjournment at 11:45, which 
amendment was adopted, and the motion prevailed. 

On motion of W. G. Wilson the bar of the conference was fixed by a 
line drawn at the west side of the middle windows. 

On motion of J. C. W. Coxe it was ordered that all Reports and Resolu- 
tions be sent to the Secretary’s desk in duplicates. 

The following motion, offered by Pk C. Brooks, was adopted: “I move 

that a committee composed of one from each of the Examining Commit- 
tees be appointed, to arrange for the organization of an Iowa Conference 
Itinerant’s Club (of which body the member aj)pointed from the fourth 
year’s course shall be chairman), and that they be instructed to report to 
the conference at its session on P'riday morning.” 

On motion of W. G. Wilson the Conference Treasurer and the Statisti- 
cal Secretary were instructed to be present in the Sunday School room this 
afternoon, from 2 till 4, to receive the reports of the Preachers in Charge. 

A motion by B. P'. Shane prevailed, providing for a committee on Con- 
ference Relations. 

At the request of C. W. Shepherd (the Missionar}’ Treasurer) C. W. 
Wilson was elected Assistant Missionary Treasurer. 

The Presiding Polders were excu.sed, for the pur|)ose of arranging the list 
of Standing Committees. 

Dr. A. J. Kynett, representing the Church Extension interests, and Dr. 
Mendenhall, of the Methodist Review’, addressed the conference in behalf 
of the interest each repre.sented. 
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On motion of J. C. W. Coxe, R. L. Patterson was ap])ointed to take the 
subscriptions for the Methodist Re\dew, and H. C. Millice was appointed to 
solicit suljscriptions for the Gospel in all Lands. 

On motion of L. L. Schreiner, the New York book accounts were put 
in the hands of \V. P< Patterson for collection. 

vSeveral papers from the Board of PIducation, Book Concern, etc., were 
referred to the proper committees. 

The Bishop reporte(i a dividend of |i.i6o by the Book Concern, and I30 
from the Chartered Fund, for the benefit of the Conference Claimants; and, 
on motion of G. N. Power, drafts were ordered for these amounts. 

The Presiding Bishop reported the sum of |ii,336 apportioned to the 
Conference for the Kpiscopal Fund, and $575 apportioned for the S. S. 
Union, and also for the Tract Society, and on motion of J. C. W. Coxe, the 
Presiding Elders were instructed to distribute these, and all other sums to 
be distributed, between the several districts. 

Drafts of |; 1, 160 from the Book Concern, and from the Chartered 
Fund, were handed to the Conference Stewards. 

J. C. W. Coxe moved that the two (juestions regarding the admission of 
women as lay delegates to the General Conference be made the order of the 
day for to-morrow, at 10 o’clock; and that the vote be taken without debate. 
The question was divided. The first and second ])arts, to fix the time and to 
vote by ballot, were adopted without division. The third item, to take the 
vote without debate, was agreed to by a vote of 52 to 27. It was agreed that 
members of the Conference necessarily prevented from being present when 
the vote is taken, ainl such probationers as may be admitted before the 
session shall close, shall have the privilege of casting their vote at their 
convenience. 

On motion of G. N. Power the time was extended to attend to necessary 
business.

N. Power, the Presiding Elder of Keokuk District, had their characters 
passed, and submitted their reports. 

On motion of G. N. Power, the Preachers in charge were instructed to 
report their collections for Missions, Conference Claimants, Iowa Wesleyan 
University, and the General Conference Expenses.

‘nor of more than two la}’ delegates for an Annual Conference, and said 
delegates may be men or women.’ ”

pointed tellers for the first proposition; and H. C. Millice, J. P". Robertson, 
W. R. Stryerand L. D. Johnson for the second proposition. 

The ballot on the first proposition was taken, and the tellers retired with

PL C. Brooks being callefl home, was excused from attendance on the 
conference at its Saturday’s session. 

The conference was adjourned by e.xpiration of time. The Doxology 
was sung, and the Bishop pronounced the Benediction.

Dr. Grev, of the Freedmen’s Aid and Southern Education Society, was 
introduced to the conference and spoke briefly concerning the interests in 
his charge.

FOURTH DAY. 

Muscatine, Iowa, Sept. 5, 1891. 

The conference opened at the appointed hour, with the Bishop in the 
chair, who took personal charge of the introductory devotional services. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read, corrected and approved. 

The 3d question, “Who remain on trial?” was resumed, and Jacob M. 
Hoober was continued on trial. 

The 5th question, “Who are admitted into full connection?” was resumed. 
John Hanks had his character passed, was reported favorably upon by the 
Committee of Examination, and was continued on trial. The Secretary was 
instructed to enter the approbation of the conference on his examination 
for the second year in the Iowa Conference Itinerant Club. 

W. A. Clark was passed and continued on trial. James R. Payne and 
Edwin H. Hughes had their characters pa.ssed, and were continued on trial. 

Fred E. Hall had his character passed, and was entered as a traveling 
Deacon of the ist Class 

The 14th question was called, “What Traveling Deacons have been 
elected Elders?” and the following had their characters passed, and were 
elected to Elder’s Orders: Morris J. Pusey, Walter F. Mair, Peter J. 

Henness, W. H. Jones, John W. Potter, Thos. S. Pool, George F. Cannom. 

The 6lh question, “Who are re-admitted?” was called, and C. S. Cooper 
was re-admitted, on certificate of location granted by the West Nebraska 
Conference. He is an Elder. 

The following visitors were introduced: H. L. Powers, from the North 

Nebraska Conference; Dr. Benjamin St. James Fry, of the Central Chris- 
tian Advocate; J. Benson Hamilton, of the New York East Conference. 
Agent of the Methodist Veteran Association; M. A. Head, of the Central 
Illinois Conference; W. G. Marsh, of the Southwest Kansas Conference; and 
R. W. Hughes, District Superintendent of the American Bible Society. 

The report of the committee on the Bible Cause was read and adopted; 
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and R. W. Hughes, the representative of the American Bible Society, ad- 
dressed the conference briefly in that interest. His remarks were supple- 
mented with hearty endorsement by the Bishop. 

The loth (piestion, “VV’^hat Local Preachers have been elected Deacons?” 
was called. Pflias Handy, a Local Preacher recommended from the Keokuk 
District Conference, and John Hanks, from the Oskaloosa District Confer- 
ence, being favorably represented and reported upon, were elected to 
Deacon’s Orders. 

The special order of the day for lo o’clock was taken up. J. W. Potter, 
C. \V. Wilson, M Bamfonl, H. C. Millice, were appointed tellers. A ballot 
was taken for delegates to the General Conference, and the tellers retired to 
count the votes. 

A supplementary ballot was taken on the two propositions relating to 
the admission of women to the General and I^ay Electoral Conferences, 
those members of the conference being permitted to vote who had not had 
the opportunity on Thursday morning. The result of the vote was as fol- 
lows: On the first proposition, lo for and 4 against. On the second propo- 

sition, 9 for and 4 against. 

The i6th (piestion, “What Local Deacons have been elected Elders?” 
was called, but no candidates were reported. 

The 7th question, “Who are received on credentials from other 
churches?” was called. George F. Kelley, with credentials as a Deacon in 
the Des Moines Conference of the PA’angelical Association, was recom- 
mended by the Kozta Quarterly Conference. He was presented to the con- 
ference, and declared himself to be in accord with our Doctrines and Dis- 
cipline. He was admitted on trial, and his orders were recognized condi- 
tional upon his appearing with the class for ordination to-morrow, to an- 
swer the Disciplinary ciuestions. 

The 19th (piestion, “Who are the Superannuated Preachers?” w’as called, 
and the following Superannuated Preachers had their characters passed and 
were continued in their relation: R. B. Allender, John Burgess, J. B. 

Hardy, Janies Haynes, S. Hestwood, John Orr, W. Posten, J. G. Thompson, 
E. W. Twinning, H. Runyan. 

C. P. Reynolds and J. H. McCutchen were reported to have deceased. 
R. B. Allender, John Burgess, W. Posten and J. B. Hardy, being present, 
briefly addressed the conference. 

The tellers reported the ballot for General Conference Delegates which 
showed the whole number of votes cast to be loi, of which C. L. Stafford 
received 54 and was elected. Another ballot w’as taken, and the tellers re- 
tired to count the votes. 
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Dr. Stowe addressed the conference in the interest of the Western Book 
Concern, showinj^ the prosperity of our piibiication interests. 

The tellers reported the result of the second ballot. The whole number 
of votes cast, 104. Nece.ssary to a choice, 53. I. O. Kemble, having re- 
ceived 55, was declared elected a delegate to the next General Conference. 
Another ballot was taken, and the tellers retired to count the votes. 

Dr. I'ry addressed the conference regarding the interests of the Central 
Christian Advocate. 

The tellers reported the third ballot. The whole number of votes cast 
was 102. Necessary to a choice, 52. T. J. Myers, having received 59 votes, 
was declared elected a delegate to the next General Conference. 

A motion of J. B. Hill prevailed, that when we adjourn it be to meet at 4 
o’clock p. m. 

F. Bacon and William Wilson, Jr., representatives from the Lay Elec- 
toral Conference, were introduced, and presented the fraternal greetings of 
that body. 

On motion of W. F. Cowles, the vSecretary of the Lay F:iectoral Confer- 
ence was invited to prepare an abstract of the proceedings for publication in 
our minutes. 

The Bishop stated that there had been a subject presented to him which 
might be considered under Paragraph 228, vSection 3 of the Discipline, and 
requested a committee to be appointed to confer with him and report if any- 
thing needs to be done. J C. W. Coxe and I. P. Teter were appointed such 
committee. 

C. S. H. Dunn, transferred from the :\Iinnesota Conference; Samuel 
Ferris, of the African INIethodist Church of this city; Elon Foster, of the 
New York Conference, were introduced to the conference. 

The conference adjourned by expiration of time, and was dismissed with 
the Benediction by the Bishop. 

AFTERNOON SESSION.

The Conference met at 4 p. 111. with the Bishop in the chair. The min- 
utes of the morning session were read and approved. 

It was determined on motion of W. F. Cowles to proceed to the election 
of Reserve Delegates to the General Conference. A. V. Kendrick moved 
that we reconsider the action of the Conference by which we determined to 
elect Reserve Delegates by ballot. T. E. Corkhill moved to lay this motion 
on the table, which was lost by a vote of 26 to 39. The motion of A. V. 
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Kendrick then was carried. On motion of T. E Corkhill the Conference 
decided to elect by acclamation. 

A. V. Kendrick moved that the Secretary of the Conference be instructed 
to cast the unaninions ballot of the Conference for I. P. Teter. The Ilisho]) 
explained that unless the vote should be unanimous it would fail, and the 
motion failed. 

A motion of \V. G. Wilson prevailed, that we proceed to elect Reserve 
Delegates by ballot. A ballot was taken and the tellers retired to canvass 
the vote. 

On motion of T. B. Hughes a collection was raised for E. Crosby, who 
has had a small salary, and distress and extraordinary expense in his family. 
The collection amounted to ^^34.45. 

J. T. McFarland presented the memoir of Sister Georgiaiia Y. Smith, 
omitted from last year’s minutes, with a note of explanation of the omission, 
and on his motion it was ordered printed in this year’s minutes. 

The loth question was resumed and George Schlenker was elected to 
Deacon’s Orders. 

The 2d question “Who are admitted on Trial?’’ was called, and the fol-

The Doxology was sung and the Bishop pronounced the benediction. 

FIFTH DAY. 

MUSC.A.TINE, Iow.\, Sept. 7 , 1891. 

The Conference convened at the hour appointed, with the Bishop in the 
chair. 

After devotional exercises, led by D. Murphy, the Secretary read the 
minutes of Saturday afternoon’s session, which were approved.

Hardy 
made an affecting response.

Church Extension. 

The organization of this work, though directed by the General (’on- 
ferenceof 1.S64, was not completed until the latter part of 1S65, and the work 
really began in 1866, so that its first cpiarter of a century clo-es in this year 
of onr Lord, 1891. 

During this period the Roard has collected and disbursed in 
round numbers, Hhe exact figures change daily,) ^4.250,000 

Of this, the General Fund derived chiefly from 
collections, but including sjiecial gifts for Frontier 
Churches, ^250 each, and ^Mountain F'und specials of 
$100 each, contained a little less than two thirds, for 
use by donations to churches, or 1^2,750,000 

The Loan Fund contains a permanent 
capital of |750,ooo 

And churches borrowing from it have 
returned an equal amount, §750,000 |i,5(X),ooo 

Making the aggregate above given 14,250,090 

With this the Roard has aided 7,700 churches, more than one-third of the 
entire number owned by our Churcli.

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It is manifest that the efhcieiicy and value of the Loan Fund depend up- 
on the fidelity and promptness of churches borrowing from it in meeting 
their obligations. To fail in this is a most serious fiuilt, which the Board in 
I’hiladelphia, as the custodians of the Fund, should not under any circum- 
stances permit. We congratulate our churches on having so fully met their 
obligations to this fund. 

We recommend for adoption the follow ing resolutions: 

1. We congratulate the Church ui)on the great work accomplished by 
our Board of Ciuirch Extension, and commend it to the enlarged liberality 
of all our people. 

2. The fact that our countrv is new, that our population doubles in less 
than thirty years, so that withiii another (piarter of a century we shall ex- 
ceed an hundred millions of people, and that the powers of evil are intensely 
active, demand that the work of Church Extension shall be greatly enlarged 
in the quarter of a century to come. 

3. We will not be content until in the enlargement of this work under 
the direction of the General Committee and Board of Church Exte sion, we 
shall fully perform the part assigned us as a Conference. 

4. In order to do this we will, in our several appointments, avail our- 
selves of the helps provided by the Board, in Christianity in Earnest and 
t;iad Tidings, and will endeavo to lead all our churches to respond in full to 
the call made upon them in pursuance of the plans of the Discipline. 

For the current fiscal year, which will close October 31, 1S91, our Cvui- 
fereiice is a^ked for ^3,000. ' We recommend this amount be referred to the 
Presiding Elders to be divided among the charges.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 

Your Committee on Education beg leave to report as follows; 

We recommend, in relation to the Iowa Wesleyan University: 

ist. yiiat the apportionment to the Conference to be raised as a special 
collection for the University be $ 2 ,^ 00 , and we urge upon the pastors that 
earnest effort be made to raise the full amount apportioned to each charge, 
with the provision that $ 500 , or all over the $ 2 , 000 , shall be held as a Con- 
ference Loan Fund, to be used for assisting students in the Iowa Wesleyan 
University who are preparing as ministers or missionaries, who may need 
help. We would recommend that this collection be taken by not later than 
the second Sabbath in November, which shall be observed as University Day. 

2nd. In view of the fact that in accord with the order of the Board of 
Trustees of the Iowa Wesleyan University, at their last session in June, the 
new building known as the Chapel and Science Hall is now being rapidly 
pushed forward to inclosure, we pledge our heart}’ co-operation with the 
representatives of the institution, in the efforts that may be put forth to 
raise funds for the inclosure and completion of said building. 

3d. We urge upon the pastors of the Conference the importance of giv- 
ing diligent attention to directing young people seeking educational advan- 
tages to the Iowa Wesleyan U'niversity, and also furnishing the address of 
those who may be seeking such advantages to the President, or Secretary of 
the Faculty, in order that information may be furnished them direct from 
the institution. 

4th. Inasmuch as Dr. Coxe has been appointed by the Board of Trus- 
tees to give special attention to the matter of increasing the University 
library, we pledge him our hearty co-operation in his efforts to that end. 

5th. As a possible means within the reach of many who could not other- 
wise render such assistance we call attention to the proposition coming from 
the Waterloo Life and Endowment Association, to give special attention to 
building and maintaining a plan of insurance for the benefit of the Building 
and Endowment Funds of the University.

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RKPORT OK SKCRKTARY OK IOWA WKSKEVAN UNIVERSITY. 

'To the /owa Annual Conference: 

I hereby submit the 37th aiinuHl report of the Iowa Wesleyan University: 

Bv the blessinj^ of God on the faithful labors of the Faculty, the past 
year has been, jierhaps, the most satisfactory in the School’s history, and the 
outlook for the future is correspondingly hopeful. 

During the year there was a net enrollment of 37S. t)f these 18 were in 
the graduating class. ^ 

’File total endowment of the institution is $64,156 16. 

The total income, according to Treasurer Babo's report, for this year, 
was 19.998,82. Of this 55.457 is from tuition; ^3,179.44 from interest on en- 
dowment; $1,1 1 1.52 from Conference collections; and the small balance from 
sundry sources. 

The total expense of the school, for the year, was 510,178.04, or 5179-22 
in excess of income. Of thas $7,997.33 was paid teachers; was pai«l 

janitor; $936.32 for advertising, catalogues and canvassers for new students. 
'The balance of expenses was for insurance, repairs, gas, fuel, etc., etc. 

It is hoped next year’s income will more than provide for the small 
deficit of the past year. 

The ^Military Department, for some years under the direction of IMaj. W. 
A. Dinwiddie, U. S. A., is a very attractive feature of the University. l\Iaj. 
Dinwiddie received from the University three hundred dollars. 

.\t the beginning of this college year Lieut. V S McAlexander, U S. A., 
w ill have charge of this department by appointment of the General Govern- 
ment, and without expense to the University. 

It is with sincerest sorrow that we report the loss by death, of Chas. 
Snider. He had long been identified with the interests of Iowa Wesleyan 
University, as trustee, executive committeeman, and wise counsellor. ISIay 
his mantle fall on a worthy successor! 

Important changes appear in the personnel of the Faculty for the coming 
year. 

At the annual meeting of the Board, in June, to the sincere regret of all 
concerned. Dr. J. T. !Mcr'arland tendered his resignation as President of the 
University. 

Having held the position for a septenninm, during which time marked 
advancement in all departments of the University is apparent, the Board 
was loth to part with him. But efforts to prevail on him to continue his re- 
lation were unavailing, and the resignation was reluctantly accepted. 

Dr. C. L. Stafford was unanimously chosen as his successor. 

It was ordered by the Board that Dr. Stafford give his attention chiefly, 
for the present, to the financid interests of the Ihiiversity. In accordance 
with tliis. Prof. Walters, Vice President of the University, was placed in 
charge of the department of Intellectual and Moral Science. 

Prof. Curtis was granted a year’s leave of absence frotn the chair of 
Greek, to travel and study in Europe. 

Prof. Ferguson was transferred from the chair of Latin to Greek. 

Prof. Grumbling retains the chair of Natural Science. 
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Prof. W. n, Heppe was elected instructor in Latin, and Rev. Chas. O. 
Merica was elected Prof, of Mathematics. 

Miss Nicholson retains her old place as Precejhress and Prof, of English 
Literature and History. 

ISIiss Edmond was elected Principal of the Prejiaratorv Department. 

The Eaculty as now constituted is as strong and capable for college work 
as that of any institution in the State. 

Quite recently Prof. Ferguson has resigned the chair of Greek, to which 
he was chosen, and will enter the pastorate. 

I am happy now to report that the walls of the new Chapel and vScience 
H ill, whose foundation stones have had two long years to adjust themselves 
to their new environment, are now steadily rising.' and before snow flies it is 
hoped the roof will hover over it. 

Prof. Ferguson, during the spring and summer, was put into the field as 
financial agent for the college, and particularly for the new building. 

He secured gifts and subscriptions, of which a small part of the latter is 
on conditions that may be easily met, a total of I4.521.50. He also secured 
a bequest, which the Trustees ordered placed in the endowment fund, of 
f4,ooo, on which an annuity of f 250 must be paid during the life of the 
donors. 

As the building approaches completion the residue of a subscription 
taken in Mt. Pleasant some years ago becomes available. . But there will 
still be needed, over all availa de means, probably ^^15,000 to complete the 
building. 

The manifest need of enlarged facilities to carry on the growing work 
and usefulness of the institution ought to plead with prevailing voice with 
men and women of means who love their church, their fellow men, and their 
God, within our patronizing territory, to plank down the cash.

With a history of two years the Eirworth League can now be viewed as 
more than an experiment. Its marvelous numerical growTh and achieve- 
ments in all departments of Chr.stian work evidence the directing hand of 
God. 

While we believe that wisdom has been shown in the provisions for cul- 
tivating the social and intellectual as well as the spiritual nature of our 
young people, we would urge upon all the dominant idea of the League, as 
seeking higher ground in the spiritual life for the Christian and the salva- 
tion of the sinner. 
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We heartily endorse the proposition to hold a national or inter-national 
convention, that the Methodist youn<^ people may be cemented by yet 
closer bonds, and that plans may be laid for yet grander results for God. 

We most cheerfully recommend the Kpworth Herald as the best young 
people’s paper published to put into the hands of the youth of our Church. 

We regret the severance of the relations with us of our worthy League 
President, Prof. F'erguson, made necessary by his transfer to another con- 
ference, an I congratulate those ainoiig whom he shall labor in having with 
them one so successful in League work.

C. P. reynoi.ds. 

Rev. C. P. Reynolds died at his home in Toledo, Iowa, June 26, 1891. 
He was born near Ri])ley, Ohio, December 25, 1S21. Came to Iowa in 1858, 
and located near ISInscatine. Married Martha Orr in 1840 who for upwards 
of half a century shared with him the joys and sorrows of this earthly life, 
more than thirty years of which were spent in the active w<.»rk of the 
Methodist ministry. 

Bro. Reynolds was converted in his twentieth year. After some years as 
a class leader and local preacher, in 1853, he was admitted to the Iowa Con- 
ference. His ministerial life was diligently and faithfully spent. He was 
in many respects a model. His loves were pure and permanent. He was 
indnlgeht and sympathetic as a parent, devoted and affectionate as a hus- 
band, obliging and helpful as a neighbor. He was pre-eminently the friend 
of the poor. As a pastor he was diligent, and few have gained a firmer hold 
upon the affections of their people. As a preacher he gave early promise of 
ability and success, which promise was abundantly verified. Revivals 
marked every year of his ministry, 260 being added to the Church in one 
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charge. He lea\es his church and family the inheritance of a spotless 
name. 

He took a superannuated relation six years ago, and retired to his own 
house in Toledo, Iowa, during which time he showed constant readiness to 
employ his talents as opportunity presented or health would permit. 

His services were always appreciated and gladly received both by his own 
and other denominations. His loss to the church is keenly felt. 

One year ago he had a severe attack of influenza, from which he did not 
appear ever fully to recover. The day before he died, his wife, who was an 
untiring watcher by his side, observing an unusual and anxious look upon 
his face, inquired: “What do you desire?” With considerable effort he said: 
‘T want you to know what a victorv I have in Christ. All is well; all is 
well!” He then prayed: “Purge me with hyssop, and I shall be clean; 
wash me and I shall be whiter than snow.” An hour before he passed away 
his pastor asked: “Do you still realize the Saviour precious?” He smiled 

and bowed his head. He then faintly said: “Very feeble, but I’ll wait an 
hour.” Dr. Rhea, of Marshalltown, preached his funeral sermon, and the 
clergy of the city acted as pall-bearers. 



JAME.S H. M’CUTCHEON. 

He was born July 3, 1812, in Greenbrier conntv, Virginia. On his father’s 
side he was of Irish descent. 

In his twentieth year he was deeply convicted of sin, and these convic- 
tions increased until they became almost insupportable. His spiritual agonv 
was greatly augmented by the fears, awakened bv the teachings of the cal- 
vmistic Baptists, that he might be one of those reprobated. These mental 
agonies continued until July, 1S34. when they all terminated in a most 
powerful conversion, at a camp meeting held in’ Nicholas countv, Virginia. 

He very soon felt that he was called to the work of the ministry. In the 
autumn of 1839 he was admitted on trial into the Virginia Conference, and 
appointed to the Kenahwa circuit, with the Rev. O. C. Shelton, now of the 
Iowa Conference, as preacher in charge. 

His appointments in succession were: Guyandotte circuit, Cable countv, 
Virginia, in 1840. At the close of this conference year he was ordained 
Deacon, at Urbana, Ohio, by Bishop Roberts, and was appointed to Dogan 
Conrt House circuit, Virginia, 1840 1841. 1111841—1842 his appointment 

was Malta, Morgan county, Virginia. In 1843 lie was ordained Elder bv 
Bishop Soule in Chilicothe, Ohio, and was appointed to Logan circuit, in 
Hocking county. In 1844 he was appointed to Coalville circuit, with E. \v. 
Twining, late of the Iowa Conference, as colleague. His next succeeding 
appointments in the Ohio Conference were: IMcArthnrson, 1845; Little 

Kenahaw circuit, 1846; 1847, Barlowe circuit; 1848, Belpre Circuit, Ohio- 
1849—1850, Burlington, Ohio; 1851, Gallipolis circuit, Ohio; 1852 Mt’ 
Pleasant circuit, Ohio; 1853 -1854, Tarleton circuit, Ohio; 1855, Frankfort; 
1856, Sharonville; 1857, Transferred to Iowa Conference, and appointed to 
Libertyville. • ^ 

In the Iowa Conference his appointments were: 1858—1859, Oakdale- 
1860, Lexington circuit; West Liberty, 1861. 

In 1862 Bro. McCutcheon, by reason of bronchitis and fail ng health 
superannnatefl. He located in Keokuk, Iowa, where he lived until the 
spring of 1866. He soon after removed to New Boston, on a farm, whereon 
he resided nntil 1886, when he returned to Keokuk. Here he resided until 
called to his heavenly home, date, November 24, 1890. 
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He died in holv triumph. His last words were; “The fear of death is all 
gone. Glory! fiallelnjahl! Oh, Death, where is thv sting? Oh, Grave, 
where is thy victory? Thanks be unto God, who giveth us the victory 
througii our Lord, Jesus Christ.” All believed in him as a saint. 

He bequeathed, by will $^oo to the Missionary Society of the Iowa 
Annual Conference, for the Parent Board, and I500 forthe Woman’s Foreign 
Missionary Society.

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CHRISTIA S. HOORKR. 

Christia Snider was born August 28, 1852, at Columbus, Indiana. She 
was there married December 25, 1870, to J. M Hoober, of Sheldon, Illinois. 
He was then working at a trade whicli he afterward pursued at Kentland, 
Indiana, and at Watseka, Illinois. 

Having secured a comfortable home and successful business, their plans 
were interrupted by a call from God into the ministry, in 1879. Their first 
charge was Waldron, in the Centrd Iliinois Conference. At the close of a 
vear thev removed to Rvanston, for the sake of better preparation for their 
great work. After three years at the Garrett Bib’ical Institute they returned 
to their own Conference, and were stationed at Loda two years, and at 
Gardner one year. 

On account of Sister Hoober’s failing health Brother Hoober withdrew 
from the itinerant ministrv in 1886, and entered business in Peoria. liiis 
was the greatest trial of her life; and though after four years her health was 
still more unsatisfactory, yet she was urgent, last fail, tliat her husband re- 
turn to the work of the'pa'storate, in which their hearts so greatly delighted 

He was received by the Iowa Conference at its last session, and appointed 
b}’ Bishop Jiiyce to Morning Sun. Thence she passed away in calm trust 
and holy triumph to her eternal home and reward, on vSunday July 26, 
1891. 

She was truly converted to God at the age of 14 years, and ever there- 
after m lintained a bright and progressive Christian experience. She 
enjoyed a full salvation. Her heart was pure. Her character was spotless, 
and well developed. Having go")d talents and training, as well as unusually 
attractive manners, her full consecration to God put her in possession of 
great power and influence. She was chiefly talented in .song and public 
prayer, and did work of special value among the young women of their 
charges. 

But her long failing health confined her work chiefly to the family circle, 
in which she proved a model wife and mother. She bore seven children, 
two of whom were laid away to r 'St while they were babes. Of the five who 
survive her those who have come to accountability are followers of Christ, 
Miss Lemma, the elde.st, being as a mother to the three little ones. 

For several years Sister Hoober’s health had been declining slowly; but 
verv rapidly during the last nine months. Worn down by slow consumption, 
often enduring intense pain, and ever anxious to be spared to rear her chil- 
dren, yet her patience and resignation were remarkable. There was 
unwonted sunshine in her chamber of sickness. The kind people of Morn- 
ing Sun, who ministered to her during her last months, received iiiany a 
blessing at her bed-side. The te.stimony of her last moments were: “I find 

Christ all that I need, and more than I expected.” 
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On Wednesday, July 29, her remains were buried in Morning Sun. The 
funeral services were conducted by the Presiding Elder of the Burlington 
District, Rev. J. E. Corley. The sermon was preached by Prof. W. P. 
I'erguson, an old-time friend; and her work and character were summarized 
by Rev. A. K. Gidlis, her pastor while living at Peoria. Many ministers 
from adjacent charges were present to express their hearty symp thy toward 
Brother Hoober and his family, who were called to this soVe bereavement 
during their first year in our midst. JVIuch sympathy is also due the aged 
parents of Sister Hoober, who have now lost six children through the same 
dread disease.

MARY B. KKMBI.K. 

:\Iary Proudfit was born in Pennsylvania, December 26, 1S36. In 185S 
she came with her parents to Oskaloosa, Iowa. On the 5th of August, 1864, 
she was united in marriage to the Rev. I. O. Kemble, with whom she labored 
as an untiring and most self-sacrificing helpmeet in the itinerant life until in 
the early morning of the 30th of last July, w’hen in a moment she “was not, 
for God took her.” 

Sister Kemble, religiously, was associated with the I'nited Presbyterian 
church until her marriage, having in her early girlhood become a niember 
of that church. But upon her marriage to her now bereaved husband she 
felt the necessity, so far as ])ossible, of co-operating with him in his chosen 
work, and at once set herself about a thorough exaniination of the doctrinal 
differences existing between her own church and that of her husband. 

It was no easy task she had given herself; but with the earnest persist- 
ency that characterized her whole life, she persevered I'his took her into 
a careful study of great doctrinal (piestions. At times in this search after 
truth, and as the foundations of the faith of her childhood in certain doc- 
trinal tenets were shaken, it appeared that her soul was brought down into 
the very dust of death. 

But she had set her face like a flint to know the truth, and after a care- 
ful and prayerful study of P'letcher’s Checks she came forth clear as a sun- 
beam, ready with all the enthusiasm and energv of her nature to give 
herself to the work of the Lord in the church of h'er husband, and also now 
the church of her choice, and not only her husband and faniilv, but the 
Iowa Conference, are witnesses to the faithfulness of her life. 

We never expected vSister Kemble to do anything startling. Her life was 
not as the rush and noise of the cataract; but'as the silent, ceasele s flow of 
the river. Her chief characteristics were faithfulness, earnestness and 
efficiency. These were the natural results of her unquestioning faith in 
('.od, and her unqualified consecration of herself to him. 

Besides her immediate home duties so well performed as wife, mother

Martha M. Spaiiijler was born in Charleston, Clark county, Indiana, 
February i, 1S26 and died near Victor, Iowa, April 18, 1891. She was 
converted and united with the Methodist Episcopal church when sixteen 
years of In her third year she suffered the loss of her mother, which 

left the education and religious training of the daughter to the father, Chas 
Spangler. His faithfulness to the trust was evidenced in the devotion of 
his daughter to the cause of her Master. 

March 23, 1845, she was married to Rev. A \V. Stryker. The circle of 
her influence was at once enlarged, but she entered upon the responsibilities 
of an itinerant’s wife as if the discipline of her earlier years had been alone 
for this enlarged field of usefulness, and for twenty-five years she was the 
light of an itinerant’s home.

The following memoirs should have appeared in the minutes of last year, 
from which, by inadvertance, they were omitted. 

GKOROI.ANA V. SMITH. 

(Tcorgiana Young Smith, third daughter of Capt. Levi and Jane I). 
Young, and wife of the Rev. D C. Smith, of the Iowa Conference, was born 
in Peoria county, Illinois, October 6, 1841, and died in Albia, Iowa, October 
12 , 18S9. 

Her father was a man of exceptional intelligence; her mother a woman 
of great strength of character and of cultivated mind. 

Georgiana was clearly converted at the age of sixteen and united with . 
the fCvangelical Lutheran church. Upon marriage with Rev. I). C. Smith, 
in her twenty-second }’ear, she transferred her membership to the M E 
church. Eighteen months later her husband entered the Iowa Conference, 
in which, for the twenty-five years following, they shared together the labors 
and pleasures of the itinerant life. To her this life was always a delight; 
and she made special reipiest in her closing hours that at her funeral nothing 
should be said which would imply that her life as the wife of an itinerant 
minister had been hard, for to her this life had been full of the joy of 
Christian labor, sympathy and friendship. Through all these years she 
was an unfailing s'rength to her husband in his work, and her crown will be 
rich in soul-jewels saved through her instrumentality. Her sympathies and 
intere.sts, moreover, were not confined to the limits of a single parish, but 
went out strongly to all the great enterprises of the church. She .was a 
woman of remarkable sincerity and simplicity of character and richness and 
constancy of religious experience. 
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Always consistent and exemplary in her Christian life, some sixteen 
years ago she entered into the experience of perfect love, since which, with- 
out ostentatious profession, she “walked with God’’ in gladness and streng.th 
of spirit. 

To her were given five children, the eldest of whom, a son, died in earh^ 
childhood. The remaining four, three sons and one daughter, nearly all 
grown to maturity, are witnesses to her devoted and intelligent training, all 
being confirmed in the Christian life. 

Her closing days were bright with the light of her faith and hope. 
Very precious were the words of her final testimony . The veil of the unseen 
world seemed lifted as she drew near its borders, and her hands were out- 
stretched and her eyes uplifted in glad recognition to visitants to other eyes 
invisible. She has passed the gates of pearl. 

Her funeral services, attended b}* a large and deeply s\’nipathetic con- 
gregation, were conducted at the M. E. church in Albia, October 13, by the 
undersigned, and her body was tenderly committed to its sleep, awaiting the 
resurrection of the last day.

SARAH WARING. 

Mrs. Sarah Waring, wife of Rev. E. H. Waring, died at her residence, 
No. 428 North Market St., Oskaloosa, Iowa, August 4, 1890, at 10 o’clock 

p. m. 

Mrs. W. was the daughter of Jesse and Rachel Jordan Elliott, and was 
the youngest of eleven children. She was born near the shores of Albemarle 
Sound, in Perquimans county. North Carolina, August 30, 1830, being at her 
death 59 years, ii months and 5 days old. She was of Quaker descent, and 
while she was yet a girl of six years, to escape from the presence of American 
slavery, her father emigrated to southern Ohio, and settled on a farm in 
Hamilton county. There while she was yet young, he died, but the mother 
remained in that country until the family was reared. Then two of the 
children having married and settled near *Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, she came to 
make her home there, and there she finally died. 

Sarah came to Iowa about 1863. She had alreadv professed conversion 
and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, and soon after her coming 
she made the acquaintance of Rev William M. Rogers, a local minister of 
the church, to whom she was married April 12, 1864. With him she lived 
for several years at Rock Creek, Keokuk county, Iowa, and they were both 
well known in that neighborhood as earnest Christians, devoted to all the 
interests of the Church. Their door was open to the itinerant ministers who 
labored in that vicinity, and many older preachers of the Conference will 
remember the cheerful hospitality, and the kindness and care with which 
the wife mini--tered to their wants. Some 13 years ago, to ])lace the faniilv 
in a better location, Mr. R. purchased property and built himself a home iii 
vSigourney, from whence he was called to the better home December 4, 1877. 

The widow' remained there, making for herself a good name among all 
those who knew' her, for her wonianh' virtues and excellencies of spirit; and 
there on Thanksgiving day, November 28, 1889, she intermarried with her 
surviving husband. From that time till her death she resided in Oskaloosa. 
She had hoped for some more years of pleasure in her new' relations, but it 
was ordered otherwise. 

In March, 1890, the prev'dling influenza, or La Grippe, took hold of her, 
and her constitution, never strong, was unable to overcome it. Besides it 
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intensified some old ailments, making her case still more unpromising, and 
she took to her room in great weakness and prostration about seven weeks 
before her death. In that time everything that the best medical skill could 
devise, or careful attention could suggest, was done for her comfort, but 
she steadily declined. Yet, although in a sense she clung to life, regretting 
that she should be so soon called away from the new home and associations 
she had learned to love, and from the husband who cherished her, she was 
not despondent, and when speaking of her hope, used no uncertain lan- 
guage. To her former pastor, Rev. J. C. Kendrick, on the Saturday week 
before her departure, she spoke confidently of her firm expectation of “a 
better country, that is, a heavenly.” And on the day of her death, to the 
Rev. Mr.Woodward, of the Society of ‘Friends, she reiterated the same assur- 
ances. That evening, and within two hours of her death, when asked by 
Mrs. John Haynes ifi now that she was so sick, it was all right, with a beam- 
ing smile upon her face, she answered: ‘‘Oh, yes, it is all right whether I 

live or die, the will of the Lord be done. The Lord is my shepherd, he has 
sustained me in many sore afflictions and he will not forsake me now.” 
Her last struggle was short and not severe, and presently she was not, for 
God took her. 

Thoughtful, kind and affectionate as a wife, firm and true as a friend, 
consistent and steadfast as a Christian, she has heard the “well done.” 

Of her father’s family but two are left, Hon. Hender.son KlHott, Judge of 
the Courts of Common Pleas, Dayton, Ohio, and Mr. Alexander Rlliott, of 
Fletcher, Indiana, both of whom were too infirm to visit her or be present 
at her burial. 

The funeral was conducted by the Presiding Elder, Rev. T. B. Hughes, 
prayer being offered by Rev. I. P. Teter, and appropriate remarks made by 
Revs. J. C. Kendrick, J. G. Thompson and Luke Woodward, after which 
she was laid away in the family lot in Forest Cemetery, Oskaloosa, Iowa.

We are greatly rejoiced at the prosperity which has attended the organi- 
zation of the Epworth League, and the salvation which has come through 
it to thousands of our young; and w e would endorse and encourage all the 
means and agencies which the Church has devised for the better equipment 
of our young people in useful knowledge, and for their better training in 
Christian work; and we would recommend that every pastor make it a con- 
stant study to keep his members and young converts occupied in Christian 
activity, and if possible, always abounding in the work of the Lord.

WuERKAvS, The saloon power has been orj^anizinj^ its forces for the great 
' moral Armageddon in which the true and the false conception of liberty 

shall engage in life and death struggle; and 

WhkrKaS, All along the lines of the enemies of righteousness, there is 
being passed the specious watchword of “personal liberty;’’ 

Resolved, That there devolves upon us, as teachers of the people, the 
dutv of discriminating sharply between the liberty of loyalty to law, on the 
one hand — a liberty to be true to conscience and to God, and which found 
living embodiment in the Protestant Reformation — and a spirit of wanton 
lawlessness on the other hand, such as was illustrated in the French Revo- 
lution; the first luminous with the love of heaven, and the last lurid with 
the hate of hell. 

Resolved, That the principles involved in this conflict are deep as the 
foundations of government, and as important as the life of the Nation; and 
that to submit to the political domination of the saloon is to surrender pop- 
ular government. 

Resolved, That the bugle call of God, which sounded a call to prayer to 
the womanhood of our country, has summoned the manhood of America to 
a war of extermination upon the foe of the home.

named addressed the Conference. 

On motion, a committee consisting of F'rank Bacon, Wm. Wilson and J. 
C. Donahey were appointed to convey our greetings to the ministerial body. 

The Committee on Resolutions presented the following report, which 
was adopted: 

Whereas, The temperance question is now in the political crucible in 
Iowa, and whereas this conference of lay members of the M. E. Church, 
without reference to their political affiliations, V)elieve in the declaration of 
Wesley that the rum traffic is the ‘sum of all villanies,” and further, that it 
“cannot be licensed without sin;’’ and whereas we earnestly desire that the 
attitude of this State in opposition to this great evil should not only remain 
unchanged, but .should be strengthened and more fully established; therefore, 

Reaolved, That we are convinced, after a trial, that prohibition, where it 
has been enforced, is the best method of dealing with the liquor evil, and 
that where it is not enforced it is not the fault of the law but of those who 
defy and trample it under foot. 

Resolved^ That we repudiate the delusive doctrine that local self-govern- 
ment must be .so maintained that a city or county, as a fractional part of the 
State, can act independently of the State, but most emphatically declare our 
belief that the power w hich, under our form of government, makes ths law’s, 
should also exercise its power to enforce them. 

Resolved^ That we reiterate the declaration of the last lay electoral con- 
ference condemning the custom of certain municipalities in this State licens- 
ing, either directly or by simulated fines, the sale of intoxicating liquors 
contrary to law’, and ask the General Assembly at its next session to take 
such action as shall prevent this disgrace to our otherwise fair State, 

Whereas, The annual conferences in Iowa are usually held at a time 
when ministers who receive new’ appointments are prevented from voting 
at State elections by change of residence, therefore 

Resolved, That the Bishops be requested to arrange the sessions of our 
annual conferences so as to avoid this practical disfranchisement of a large 
number of our ministers. 
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C. P. Axtel, of Newton, presented the following memorial, which was 
adopted with but two dissenting votes: 

Resolved^ That we are in favor of the admission of women as delegates 
in the lay electoral and general conferences. 

The following resolution was presented by L.Hollinsworth, of Sigourney, 
and adopted: 

Resolved, That this lay electoral conference is opposed to having the 
coming Columbian Exposition at Chicago opened on Sunday. 

The Conference then proceeded to elect two delegates to the next Gen- 
eral Conference. Bros. Mahin, Blom and Axtel were appointed tellers. An 
informal ballot showed that the following persons had votes: H.B. Wil- 
liams, M. Simpson, C. P. Axtel, Wm. Wilson, John Mahin, F. R. Conaway, 
Jas. Harlan, D. C. Beck, J. R. Leonard, F. Bacon, Dillon Paine, J. T. Mc- 
Farland and I. Tansy. 

On the first formal vote H. B Williams was chosen delegate. 

The third ballot resulted in the election of Marcus Simpson. 

C. P. Axtel and Frank Bacon were then chosen as alternates. 

The following resolution was then adopted : 

Resolved, That the members of this lay electoral couferenc extend a 
vote of thanks to the members of the Congregational Church of Muscatine 
for the use of their church building during the sessions of the conference, 
and that w'e also record our hearty appreciation of the generous hospitality 
extended to us by the citizens of Muscatine. 

The conference then adjourned.
